And whereas requests have also been received under that section from the 
Governments of Mysore and Maharashtra to refer the water dispute regarding the 
inter-State rivers, Krishna and Godavari, and river valleys thereof, to a Tribunal 
for adjudication; 

And whereas the Central Government Is of opinion that the water dispute 
regarding the inter-State river, Krishna, and river valley thereof, cannot be 
settled by negotiations; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the said 
Act, the Central Government hereby constitutes a Water Disputes Tribunal called 
'the Krishna Water Disputes Tribunal’, with headquarters at New Delhi, consist¬ 
ing of the following members nominated in this behalf by the Chief Justice of 
India, for the adjudication of the water dispute regarding the inter-State river, 
Krishna, and the river valley thereof, in accordance with the provisions of the
